Club, local AAA unit. 

1 “Each year,” said Mr. Dendy, “Our 
club routes a large number of mem- 
. bers and visitors to the sational parks 
and to the various monuments, battle 
grounds and points of national his-! 
torical interest.This popularity is | 
; bound to suffer from the new policy j 
of extorting fees at these places.” j 
“The dollar or more charged for j 
entrance to the larger national porks j 
will close these playgrounds to many 
of the less prosperous car owners. I 
At the same time, there will be : 
strong resentment at the picayunish ! 
policy of charging a dime to see the 
room where Lincoln died or to view 
Fort McHenry, which inspired “The 
Star Spangled Banner.” 

“Our national organization already 
has expressed its opposition to this 
policy. With such opposition, the 
Eastern Kentucky Automobile Club 
is thoroughly in accord. In effect, 
what the government is doing is to 
place a new indirect and vicious tax 
on the motoring public and on the 
health and recreation of the Ameri¬ 
can people. 

“The national parks were made 
possible largely through the gener- j 
osity of private individuals who do- | 
nated land and money and who lab- ! 
ored strenuously to perpetuate these j 
national playgrounds. To convert j 
these areas to money-raising enter- jf 
prises is, to my mind, a breach of I 
faith to those people who made the B 
park system possible.

War Debts 

Rumania, center of intense interest 
in the Balkan struggle between the 
democracies and the dictator powers, 
has notified the United States Gov¬ 
ernment that it is anxious to submit 
an arrangement for paying its war 
debt to this country. It will also at¬ 
tempt to straighten out problems 
which center around American hold¬ 
ings of Rumanian post-war bonds. 
It is pointed out that the Balkan 
nation contracted a debt of approxi¬ 
mately $65,000,000 to this country 
and is in arrears nearly $ 10 , 000,000 
on payments. The decision of the 
Rumanian Government is taken to 
indicate a desire on the part of that 
country to improve economic rela¬ 
tions with this country.

Test shipments to eastern markets 
indicated to Grayson county farmers 
the possibility of increasing profits 
by expressing selected eggs to New 
York and other cities.

Cull the Poor Layers 

A new circular of the Kentucky 
College of Agriculture dealing with 
culling chickens says that the hen 
must lay 90 to 100 eggs to be worth 
her keep. The more eggs she lays over 
that number the more profitable she 
will be. The circular divides flocks 
into three parts: poor producers, 
medium producers and good produc¬ 
ers. The knack of culling is to be 
able to distinguish between these 
three groijps, so the unprofitable 
hens can be removed and sold. The 
purpose of the circular, which is free 
to all Kentuckians, is to tell how this 
is done.
